Lloyd G. Jester, resident of Al- 
bany for the past seven years and 
with a 10-year record as a law en- 
forcement officer, yesterday an- 
nounced his candidacy for the of- 
fice of Chief of Police to be filled 
at the Albany municipal election 
April 11. 

Simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement of his candidacy, Jester

“Tf, in my judgment, our City At- 
torney’s office were performing its 
varied and important functions with 
complete efficiency and impartiality, I 
would not now present myself to the 
voters as a candidate. The City At- 
torney is not a policy-determining of- 
ficial. His duties are fixed by law, 
and consist of rendering purely legal 
services to all the departments of mu- 
nicipal government. An impartial, de- 
tached and non-partisan attitude is es- 
sential to the proper conduct of his 
office, and the moment he abandons 
this attitude and takes sides in po- 
litical or factional controversies, his 
efficiency begins to swiftly decline. It 
seems to me that this proposition is 
too plain to require argument or ex-

“I also pledge myself to see that 
discipline in the Police Department is 
raised to and kept at a high standard 
so that taxpayers of our community 
shall receive full value for each tax 
dollar spent and to the end that all 
the people of the City may enjoy the 
fullest of police protection,

“T believe that in order to keep a 
Police Department up-to-the-minute in 
efficiency it is necessary to have Teg- 
ular periods of instruction to acquaint 
officers with the latest and best meth- 
ods of police practice — (x) To keep 
them informed of changes in the law; 
(2) To keep them physically fit and 
mentally alert; (3) To better equip

Opposition was voted by the City 
Council this week to the bill pend- 
ing in the Legislature which would re- 
store to the State tideland mineral 
rights ceded to municipalities in rorr.

The council’s move was preceded by 
a statement from Councilman George 
Batchelder that “since Albany has such 
a large tract of tideland it is essen~ 
tial that steps be taken to retain the 
property.” (His stand was backed by 
Councilman Benjamin Mowday and 
unanimously passed by the group. 





A resolution setting forth the coun- 
cil’s position will be presented Mon- 
day night by City Attorney C. N. Lay- 
ers for approval and copies will be 
sent immediately to State representa- 
tives in Sacramento. . 

PRECINCTS NAMED 

Designation of the 28 precincts for 
the City election on April 11 was an- 
nounced, with the location of polling 
places at which voters will cast their 
ballots for two councilmen, too Schoot 
Board members, Chief of Police, Po- 
lice Judge and City Attorney. Also to 
be voted on are a charter amendment 
and the dog leashing ordinance. Pay of 
workers in the polls was set at $5 by 
action of the council. 

Following a motion by Councilman 
Batchelder, the group voted its ap- 
proval of the rules and regulations re- 
cently submitted by Fire Chief Carl 
Ahlgren for members of the depart- 
ment, At the suggestion of Councilman 
Frank Hays the body voted to con- 
sider installation of overhead doors at 
the firehouse in the next budget. 

Accepting a handsomely bound re- 
port on Federal projects in the City, 
the council passed a resolution prais- 
ing L, Basil Hewetson, whose work 
made the volume possible. Hewetson 
is a supervisor of WPA school pro- 
jects at the University of California 
and lives at 1077 Peralta Avenue.

Hawaii) in the twelve months between 
December 31, 1936 and December 31, 
1937, was reported recently by the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank Board. Private 
share invetsments in these associations 
totaled $23,551,239 at the close of 1936, 
and $32,360,031 on December 31, 1937. 

National figures show an increase of 
18.64 per cent in savings invested in 
1175 identical Federal savings and loan 
associations in the country during the 
year. Private investments in these 
associations totaled $476,710,323 at the 
close of 1936. On June 30, 1937, 
the total had risen to $523,577,893, or 
19.6 per cent. At the end of 1037, the 
total had increased to $565,592,67 or 
16 per cent during the half year. Fig- 
ures are based upon regular reports re- 
ceived from identical institutions and 
do not include all Federal associations 
in the United States, because some 
were chartered recently. 

There were 1328 Federal associations 
on December 31, of which 153 were not 
included in the Board’s survey. Inves- 
tors in all Federals numbered 850,000 
on the same date. Assets of the 1328 
Federals totaled $1,110,529,000 on De- 
cember 31, an increase of $325,528,000 
over the figure of $785,000,000 for all 
Federals at the end of 1936. 

The above figures were received by 
the Albany Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, reports Cyril Lotz, pres- 
ident.

New Housing Act 
Helps Owners of 
Homes in Albany 





An opportunity for local owners to 
make improvements and alterations 
on their homes, without acquiring a 
burdensome debt, is provided by the 
National Housing Act, Title 1, it is an- 
nounced. As explained by Jack Varnt, 
manager of the local Mechanics Bank, 
the set-up is as follows: 


An owner, occupying the premises, 
lists the needed improvements and al- 
terations that are to be made, with their 
approximate cost. This is checked by 
the lending institution and, when ap- 
proved, the amount is granted for this 
specific purpose. 

The rate, disclosed Varni, is about 
five per cent. For instance, a loan of 
$100, repaid in 12 monthly installments, 
costs only $5.26. The same loan, over 
a period of 24 months, costs $10.12. 

Monthly payments on the 12-month 
loan are $8.78, amounts to $4.59 when 
the $100 is repaid over a period of 24 
months, Arrangements may also be 
made for repayment in 18 months in- 
stallments.
